The Wonderfnl Carter Caves Kear the 
ClH'ssjpeako and Oliio— >YIId iScenery 
and Natural ItridK-es. 

Tlio tV)llo\vint; interesting ile-crijition of 

tlie famous caves in Carter county, Ky., is 

from the pen of Prof. NV. W. Richegon, of 

this city : 

While excursionists are prepariuir to 
cross the Atlantic in seaii li ofthe wonders 
of Switzerland's v. iM scenery 
chanted castles of other parts 
ponio may 1)e pleased to learn tliat the 
Cliesapeake and Oiiio Kailioail, now com- 
pleted to Louisville has opened a highway 
to one of the mostpicturesijuo and roman- 
tic spots anywhere else to he found. 

in northeast Kentucky, and-the wild scen- 
ery for miles around, with its* natural 
bridi^es and natural tunnels, its ;:rand 
gorges aurl stupendous cliffs, present to 
the excursioni.-^t a most invitins; and in- 
teresting' comhination of natural curiosi- 
ties. The approach to the caves for sev- 
eral miles leads through scenery hijjhly 
picturesque an 1 nmiantii'. The Ca.scade 
Fernerv, one of nature'.s rarest specimens 
of wil^ scenery, cannot fail to inspire its 
beholder with awe and admiration. Tlie 
dashing Tygart is next reached, a stream 
of wilder rumance than the i»recii)itou.s 
A mo, so greatly admired by the Roman 
bard. The Tygart's col<is«a; walls, reared 
on each side by the Divine Artilicer sev- 
eral hundred feet in height, are cavernous 
limestone and enclose between their par- 
allel lines the bonny blue waters of the 
stream as it rolls incessantly onward to 
mingle witli ''La Belle Riviere" in its long 
meandering course to the great reservoir 
of waters. The tops of these gigantic 
dills are drowned with ferns and ever- 
green ]>lantsand trees for miles beyond 
the farthest vision. Having crossed' the 
Tygart, the only passage to the caves is 
between the pillars of Hercules Caipe and 
Abila. at the mouth of Crystal branch. 
The way then lea«ls along the picturesque 
glen cif the l>r')ok for a mile or more, en- 
livened on either 8i»le by high evergreen 
bluffs, presenting ever^ fantastic shape 
imaginable. On emerging from the glen 
and its highly-exdting scenes the admir- 
ing visitor sees before nim the huge wood- 
land castle of this fairly land, with its 
immense i)iazzas two stories hi^h sur- 
rounding the main edifice; and in close 
proximity are its numerous cottages. The 
entire grounds are overshadowed by beau- 
tiful forest trees, and encompassed for 
for utiles around by a primeval wilderness 
of woods of Natun^'s own creation. 

Swingle's Cave is only seventy-live 
3'ards from the hotel, although of consid- 
erable magnitude, it is not to be compare<l 
with any of the other caves in point of 
beauty or magniflcence. Its most interest- 
ing features are found in its unrivaled 
spring, its

tii^ie ago, when they atlbred saltpetre for 



the Kentucky ridemeu long before the 
grand epoch when they accompanied Col. 
Dick Johnson on the eventful' occasion of 
his killing the great Indian cliief Tecum- 
seh. 

X cave is in the rear of the hotel, and is 
entered by an oritice about fifty feet from 
the base of a very high i>erpendicnlar 
cliff; this is done by wooden steps. The 
cave is truly wonderful for its magnificent 
avenues crossing each other near the cen- 
tre, and thus foi ming a perfect letter X of 
immense mngnitude. The avenues are 
ornamented on each side with stuptn lous 
stalagmite pillars and intervening net- 
work, extending from the floor in .some 
places over lifty feet to its vaulted roof. 

Laurel cave, situated at short distance 
below X, presents rare s])eciniens of stal- 
actites and a great variety of incrustations 
of white gvi>sum of great beauty. 

Crystal branch Cave is the grandest in 
the collection for size, variety of forma- 
tions, number of halls, churches, avenues, 
court-rooms and its grand secret chamber 
into which the gauie will introduce the 



visitor and conduct him around its im- 
mense circuit, and then ufler him the op- 
portunity of trying' his own skill in finding 
the wav he entered this compartment from 
the adjoining avenue. Few have ever suc- 
ceeded in solving this i»roblem without 
aid from the guide. In this cave are seen 
the shnilitudes of nearly all the animals 
exhibited in Sell's combination of manag- 
eries, as well as striking stalagmite repre- 
and tlie en-'^3ntations of every de.scriptions of vessel, 
of Europe, Noah's Ark upon Ararat to the Arctic 

Steamer Jeannette among iceburgs. Many 
of these scenes, when viewed by chemical 
lights, are truly grand and imposing. 

THK NATl'RAL BRIDGE 

over Crystal liranch is one of the most in 
teiesting features among tliis marvelous 
collection ofr natural curiosities ; though 
its arch is not so high as that of Virginia's 
great bridge over Cedar Creek, yet its width 
and length are much greater. 

Your correspondent iirst vi.-iteil this 
grand museum of curiosities in 184;), be- 
fore a road orother improvements marked 
tlie sjtot, yet he was 80 vividly impressed 
with nature's prodigal <lisplay"of the mar- 
velous exhibited hei*e, that in the summer 
of 1859 he made an excursion with his 
family, consistiu:: of his wife and two lit- 
tle daughters and a maiden cousin, to this 
wonderful panorama which had formerly 
inspired him with so much astonishment 
and pleasure. During the interval human 
industry had wrought some little improve- 
ment in the road through the wilderness 
of woods which led to it ; but finding no 
settler in the neighborhood to give direc- 
tion, and conjecturing that he must be in 
the near vicinity, he stojuted his horse and 
left his family in the carriage to await his 
discoveries. Following the impre.-isions 
made by his lirst visit, he wended liis wav 
through the dense forest, and in a sliort 
distance beheM through the light and 
shade before him an ajiparently fairv scene 
of a huge rural castle surrounded by wide- 
extended porticos, and a solitarv female 
gracefully waltzing to the music of her 
spinning-wheel. Your correspondent ap- 
i»roached and learned that he had reallv 
reached the newly erected cave hotel, anil 
tliat the road before the door would lead 
him back to where he had left his family. 
On his return by the road, in a few hun- 
dred yards, he discovered his vehicle 
standing immediately upon the middle of 
the bri«lge ; he soon explained the marvel 
and conducted them by a ciicnitous i>ath 
to the loot of the stupeniious wonder, \v hen 
the maiden lady, in her ecstatic admira- 
tion, exclaimed, "'Oh, my dear cousin, 1 
do thank yyu for bringing me here !" All 
seemed highly gratified at the result of 
their tedious journey, and while tilled 
with delight at the len^'th and breadth and 
height of the stupendous sight, little Min- 
nie ejaculate<l, "Mama, come here; I've 
found a spring ' — which }>rovt d to lie a 
natural fountain bursting from a rock be- 
side tlie branch at the foot of the bridge. 
The water proved to ])e magnificent ; so 
the baskets were gathered and lunch was 
then for the first time taken at Minnie's 
spring, which for many years bore that 
name. Of late years a nice basin has been 
hewn in the rock, and the cool, sparkling 
water is still as refresinng to the visitor as 
that once ipiaU'ed from the "old oaken 
bucket, the moss-covered bucket, that 
hung in the well." » 

This natural m iseum of gran<l i-uriosi- 
ties is twelve miies distant from Grayson, 
the county seat of Carter, and eight miles 
from Olive Hill, a village that gained much 
notoriety during our late civil war. If
